Effective Drugs 


In the treatment. of 
meningococcie meningitis, the 
sulfonamide drugs and penicillin 
are effective. In pneumococcic 
meningitls, penicillin is more 
effective than the sulfonamide 
drugs. In severe “cases, it is 
probably advisable that both of 
these- preparations be employed. 
The sulfonamides must be given 
in large doses, They can cilher 
be given by mouth or by injec- 
tion under the skin.

How Many Needless Steps 
Do You Take in the Kitchen? 


CCORDING to a recent 
4% survey, the averaze Ameri- 
can homemaker takes 1,098 
sleps a day, the equivalent of 
over, feven oo miles of walkini. 
The majority of these steps are 
taken in the kitchen. Back and 
forth between range and sink, 
refrigerator and table, shelves, 
cupboards and waste can. But 
many of these steps can be 
saved by a little planning: which 
conserve time, temper and fect. 


Reams have been written 
about co-ordinating the working 
units [In the kitchen for greater 
cfliciency of use. But many of 
us Jive in rented homes, so have 
to make the best of our current 
kitetiens; and those who own 
their own homes don't always 
find it Onancinlly convenient to 
remake an old-fashioned Isitchen 
or install a new one.
